THE RACE TIGHTENS 


A s the big states beg in electing their deleg ates to the 
Republican national convention, there are sudden sh'fts in the 
apparent position of the two leading candidates, 1 aft and Lisen­ 
hower. 
For instance, the large N e w York deleg ation elected yester 
day g ives the General a 
bulg e 
which, for the time being at 
least bring s him up nearly abreast of the Ohio Senator. 
W hen O hio c o m e s in with its big vote for I aft, the shift will 
| be in the opposite direction, but the pendulum will probably 
swing ag ain w hen the ( alifornia deleg ation is nam ed, since pres­ 
ent expectations are that G o verno r Warren will throw these to 
General Lisenhower. 
M eanwhile other and smaller states are holding their own 
elections, and a number of state conventions to nam e deleg ates 
also are slated. 
I here is a g reat deal to be said in favor of the race tig hten­ 
ing at the present stage. 
1 hus far it has been too one-sided in publicity, in favor of 
Lisenhower, and too top-heavy in deleg ates, in fax or of 
I aft. 
With the two main Republican contenders thus broug ht, so 
to speak, face to face, it may no w be possible for both of them, 
diid nut merely one, to be required to 
show their wares 
to thr 
electorate. 
I aft s record and position on all the issues which are now 
or may be broug ht into the cam paig n are well know n on the 
basis of his long service as 
Mr. Republican 
in the U. S. Senate. 
General Eisenhower has spoken thus far only in g eneralities, 
and has shown so m e unfortunate sig ns of not being willing to 
take the uniform off 
and discuss the issues specifically. 
But the closeness ot the race is putting the heat on, and 
it i'-ems unbelievable that the Am erican people will let him re­ 
main silent. 
W hat the effect will be on his support w h e n his views arc 
revealed on labor, on H;J J l , on the national debt, on inflation, 
on the I rum an-A cheson prog ram, on the 1 ruman take-over of 
the steel industry, and kindred other subject — that is a matter 
which remains to be seen. 
Meanwhile the 1 aft followers, w ho have know n all the time 
what N e w York w ould d o are doing their fig uring on a quite 
different basis than a straight for-and-ag ainst count. 
I he 1 aft scorecard is on the ang le of whether he is ahead 
or behind his deleg ate count of 1948 , when he just missed having 
enoug h to either capture or stalemate the convention. 
On this basis, 
f aft is well ahead of his 1 9 4 8 level in the 
s line states which have elected their deleg ates thus far, and his 
rooters are still confidently predicting that he will accumulate 
enoug h to win in J uly on the first ballot. 
I he next few weeks will tell the storv.
